On  account  of  the  great  dearth  in  sales  these  would 
sell  like  ‘‘  iiot  rolls,”  but  where  is  there  such  a collec- 
tion now  ? Echo  answers,  •‘Where"? 


UXIQUE  I'A  TTliRN  DOLLARS. 

Besides  the  very  beautiful  pattern  dollars  obtained 
from  the  I'.  .S.  Mint  in  exchange  for  an  1815  half  eagle 
and  other  rarities,  the  following  were  secured,  forming 
collectively  the  best  extant  collection  of  ])attern  dollars 
for  the  period  1870-1885. 

Cic.NTEN.Ni.-u,  D()I.i..ak  .\o.  I.  Head  of  Liherty  to 
left,  wearing  a pi)inted  coronet  with  border  of  pearls, 
inscribetl  i.iiiektv:  the  hair,  thick  and  wavy,  is  tied 
behind  with  a short  ribbon  in  a small  coil ; in  (ion  wi-: 
TitusT  in  small  letters  above,  seven  stars  to  left,  six  to 
right,  date,  1876,  in  e.xergue.  Rev.  o.nI';  (straight) 
uru.i.AK  (Curving)  in  wreath  of  laurel : on  upper  border, 
united  st.xtes  oe  .\mekic.\,  on  lower  border,  E iM.ii- 
KiHUs  UM'.M.  ledge  reeded,  coitper ; sold  for  5qo  in 
E.  Maris  sale:  described  by  Davis,  who  at  the  time 
considered  the  Maris  specimen  to  be  unique. 

Centi-'.nniai.  Doi,i..\k  .\o.  2.  .Similar  he;td,  to 
left,  but  from  ;i  dilVerent  die,  the  loronet  unadorned 
with  pe:irls ; neither  stars  nor  legend  in  the  field,  but 


date  “ 1876"  in  exergue.  Rev.  .Same  as  last.  Edge 
reeded,  copper;  unique  unpublished  variety. 

Centennial  Dollar.  No.  3.  Smaller  head,  with 
[)lain  coronet,  to  left : between  the  bust  and  date  in 
small  characters  the  motto  in  con  we  trust,  balance 
of  field  blank.  Rev.  .Same  as  last.  l-?dge  reeded, 
copper:  unic|ue  unpublished  v;iriety. 

These  pattern  dollars,  struck  at  the  I’hikidelphia  Mint 
under  the  authority  of  Congress,  were  intended  to  com- 
memorate the  first  Centennial  of  .American  liberty  and 
independence,  but  for  some  reason  the  design  was 
abandoned,  and  they  were  never  struck  in  silver.  With- 
out being  a prophet,  we  predict  that  the  time  is  not  f;ir 
distant  when  #1,000  will  be  considered  only  a fair 
equivalent  for  this  deeply  interesting  and  uniciue  set. 


“ PA  TTICR.V  ” P/EVRS. 

The  .V.merican  Journai.  oe  Nu.misma rics  for 
October  contains  a remarkabl)’  good  article  entitled 
“ Pattern  Pieces  and  the  Covernment,"  which  fully 
and  impartially  discusses  the  subject,  and  forcibly 
demonstrates  the  weakness  of  the  position  as.Mimed  by 
the  Director  of  tlie  .Mint,  as  expressed  in  his  circular  to 
coin  dealers.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Hon.  J.  P. 
Rimbell.  for  the  sake  of  the  present  administration, 
will  either  rescind  this  rule,  or.  like  the  blue  laws  of 
Connecticut,  allow  it  to  fall  into  deserved  " innocuous 
desuetude.'’  On  the  other  hand,  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment, through  its  efficient  chief  of  the  Secret  .Service, 
has  done  good  work  in  suiiprc.ssing  the  manufacture  of 
electrotypes  of  E.  S.  Coins,  anti  in  forbidding  their 
.sale.  Let  it  be  understood  that  in  the  future,  any  one 
ofl'ering  copies  or  electrotypes  of  any  U.  .S.  coins  for 
sale,  may  be  arrested  and  undergo  the  same  [lunish- 
ment  as  one  caught  in  pa.ssing  counterfeits,  and  honor- 
^ible  dealers  will  be  gratified  and  collectors  jirotected. 


.Among  the  coming  sales  of  coins,  we  notice  the 
(1.  J.  Bascom  collection  of  Ancient  and  .American  coins 
to  be  sold  in  March  by  the  Scott  Coin  .S:  Stamp  Co. : 
also  two  very  important  sales  of  .American  Coins,  both 
by  W.  E.  Woodward.  In  speaking  of  one  of  these 
sales  Mr.  W.  says:  “ The  collection  contains  the  finest 
genuine  1804  dollar  extant,  and  numismatic  landmarks 
[stick  up  all  over  the  field,  gems  of  the  first  water  and 
m.agnitude.  With  a few  exceptions  of  'uniques,'  the 
collection  contains  almost  every  known  .American  coin.” 

We  also  h;ive  in  jireparation  two  sales,  the  collection 
of  coins,  medals,  etc.,  formed  by  Hen.  R.  C.  Hawkins, 
to  be  sold  in  March;  p;irt  HI.  .Sterling  collection  of 
•American  stanqis,  the  sale  to  take  pl.ice  about  Feb.  15.
